Guards, who had been waiting orders since
twelve o’clock, were immediately ordered
out, aund left by a special train for this
place, your reporter accompanying them
arriving here at five o%clock.

‘Two bundred shots were fired by
both partics. The sherifl] finding himself
overpowered, returved to the town and re
organized his force generally, the citizens
volunteering, and every fivearm to befound
was brought into requisition. Ile also tel-
eyraphed for military aid.

In China they seem to have no comprehen-
sion of time, tune, or sweet sounds. But
then some Chinese will sing the Chnreh or
Sundsy-school music of the day as sweetly
as so many nightingales. Their voices
are really sweet, and when they have been
in training a little while they do good work
with them. Last Sunday pight I heard
three hundred of them singing “When we
Gather atthe River,”* Homeward Bound,”
and other music of the kind, and they did
it-with a nicety that any Sunday-shool
might be proud of. The eonverts are very,
punctual in atlendance and very anxioys to
learn.

RELIGION AXD AMUSEMENTS.
They are several very large joss-bouses
bere, that is charches or temples in charge
of their priests, and the attendance upon
them is very large and regular. In addi-
tion to these, every house has its religious
apparatus, though I dely any American to
ever get at the meaning of the ceremonies,
I tried it, and failed, lamentably. They
seem to understand it, though.
They are fond of theatricals, and support
two large theatres and several wigor ones,
and queer places they are. A play requires
three months for its representation. The
play begins with the birth of the hevo, and
is continued till his death, and not unfre-
quently it is continued with his children.
The music—heaven save the mark ! —is the
most terrible toat ever shocked human ears,
and the horror of it is that ihey keep it up
all the evening. But the Celestials enjoy
it, and as it is for their amusement, I do
oot know that any one has any right to
complain. One can get oul at any time.
Twenty minutes was enough for me.
THE FUTURE OF THE CHINESE IN AMERICA
is mot difficult to forcsee. They are an
acute, thinking people, and all of them
educated to some extent. They are grad-
ually getting rid of their superstitions, and
are taking our ideas and cugtoms, and even

costs them very little, for there is no change
in fashions, and a garment stays by them
till it is wornout. It consists of light cork-
soled shoes of a quaint, clumsy shape,
white stockings, big baggy trowsers, and a
shirt reaching to the knee, all made of cot-
ton. The wealthy ones have their shiris
made of silk, sometimes wadded and fanci-
fully stitched ; but the shape for the poor
and rich is precisely the same. The wo-
mwen dress exactly like the men, only the
trowsers are more oagey and generally
white. They never have white uext to
the skin, for the same reason that the old
lady objected 1o white plates—they showed
the dirt so easily. And, speaking of
WOMEN,
there nre very few good respectable Chinese
women here. The Chinaman, as a rule,
does not expect to stay, for they believe
they have no certainty of heaven if they
are buried anywhere but in Chinese soil.
For this reason, the bodies of all who die
here are taken back home [or interment.
For this reason, very few of them brought
their wives. There are a great many Chi-
women here, but they wers picked up on
thestreets of the Chinese cities,and brought
hither for the vilest purposes.
